Military Pay 
Hikes Voted

House Armed Serv ices Commit­ 
tee today approv ed a bill to 
raise the pay of practically all 
career serv icemen.

BASE PAY HIKE

Rebels Say Battle 
Raging Around 
Sumatra's Capital 


Nixon Declares 
Russ Blocking 
Summit Talks 


CHICAGO UP) — Soviet lead­ 
ers, says Vice President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon, are preventing 
a summit conference by de­ 
manding conditions that they 
know would assure its failure. 
“A conference which is not 
preceded by adequate prepara­ 
tory discussions is doomed to 
fail,” Nixon told 800 atomic ex­ 
perts attending the 1953 nu­ 
clear conference. 
He added 
t h a t a 
summit conference 
which failed would increase 
rather than reduce internation­ 
al tensions. 
CHALLENGES RUSSIA 
The Soviet Union can prove 
its dedication to peace, Nixon 
said, 
“by agreeing that pre­ 
paratory meetings discuss the 
substance as well as the form 
of proposed agenda items. 
“ Only in this way can the 
summit leaders be assured that 
they will be spending their time 
at such a conference in discuss­ 
ing subjects in which an area 
of agreement is possible, rath­ 
er than participating in a pro­ 
paganda exercise which would 
inevitably increase internation­ 
al tensions.” 
HEAVY APPLAUSE 
Nixon drew heavy applause 
from the atomic scientists when 
he said; “ We must not be limit­ 
ed by military needs or military 
thinking in exploring outer 
space, just as we are not so 
limited in developing nuclear 
energy.” 
The best way to insure that a 
space scientist makes the great­ 
est contribution to national wel­ 
fare “ is to 
keep 
him 
from 
the requirements of immediate 
military necessity,” Nixon said. 
“The 
participants 
in 
our 
space program must be free to 
scout and explore, not muster­ 
ed solely to man the frontier 
forts.”

U.S. Considers Summit 
Session On Disarming 


WASHINGTON </F) — A sum­ 
mit conference devoted solely 
to s e e k in g a disarmament 
agreement was under consid­ 
eration by the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration today. 
Officials said disarmament 
in all its aspects — from fu­ 
turistic plans for taming space 
to the age-old issue of curbing 
armed manpower — seems to 
offer the best hope for progress 
among the points of East-West 
tension. 
A new letter from Soviet 
Premier Nikolai Bulganin to 
British Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan emphasized how far 
apart East and West are on the 
other issues. 
Bulganin once more stressed 
Soviet opposition to discussing 
at the summit such topics as 
German reunification, barring 
the United Nations veto, and 
greater political freedom for 
Red Eastern European satel­ 
lites. 
These three items have been 
advanced by President Eisen­ 
hower. 
Only in the disarmament 
field, therefore, is any “ give” 
apparent to U.S. officials. 
The greatest flexibility on 
the Soviet side, they said, was 
new 
Kremlin 
willingness to 
accept Eisenhower’s space-for- 
peace proposal. But to this the 
Soviets attached an impossible 
condition — elimination of all 
U. S. bases abroad. 
On the U. S. side, Eisenhower 
was reported ready to drop his 
insistence that any halt in nu­ 
clear tests must be linked to a 


cutoff in the making of nuclear 
weapons. 
Officials said they may press 
for a meeting next month of 
the 25-member U.N. Disarma­ 
ment Commission. If the Soviet 
Union sticks to its vow hot to 
attend, a Security Council ses­ 
sion would then be sought, fol­ 
lowed possibly b y low-level 
U. S.-Soviet disarmament talks.

Brawls Mark 
Japanese Pay 
Hike Demand 


TOKYO (IP)—Strikes, .fights, 
injuries and arrests marked the 
start of Japanese labor’s spring 
offensive for wage increases 
today. 
Early reports said 30 mem­ 
bers of the all-Japan Postal 
Services and Tele-Communica­ 
tions Employees Union were 
injured in Yokohama and five 
police officers and 34 union 
members were hurt in Mae- 
bashi City. 
Police arrested four picket- 
ers in front of the central post 
office in Tokyo and three un­ 
ion members in Yokohama. 
Postal Services Minister Ka- 
kuei Tanaka threatened to fire 
leaders of a two-hour token 
strike by the postal workers. 
Approximately 170,000 coal 
miners stayed away from 66 
mines in the second day of a 
48-hour strike. Miners of four 
major companies planned to 
start an indefinite strike Fri­ 
day. 
Railway workers, both pri­ 
vate and national, staged tok­ 
en strikes today. Employees of 
private railroads planned a 24- 
hour strike Sunday. 


Arm Or Leave 
NATO, Leader 
Tells Germany 


BONN, Germany Ufi— Chan­ 
cellor Konrad Adenuer said to 
day that West Germany must 
equip itself with atomic weap­ 
ons and permit rocket bases on 
its soil if NATO considers that 
necessary for Western defense. 
Otherwise, 
Adenauer 
told 
the Socialist opposition, West 
Germany must get out of the 
North Atlantic Alliance. 
“ If we refuse the technical 
advice of NATO military ex­ 
perts,” he declared, “ then we 
are withdrawing from NATO.” 
West Germany cannot with­ 
draw from NATO, he contin­ 
ued, if it is determined to play 
its part in defending the free 
world against potential Soviet 
aggression. 
West Germany’s opposition 
Labor Party has been loudly 
demanding 
that 
Adenauer’s 
government renounce atomic 
weapons and refuse to let 
American missiles be based in 
West Germany in hopes that 
this would make the Soviets 
more amendable to German 
reunification. 
The government so far has 
not committed West Germany 
to accepting 
either nuclear 
weapons for its own forces or 
NATO missile bases. Nor have 
the recommendations for base 
sites been made public by 
NATO’s military planners, al 
though they are expected to be 
submitted at a meeting next 
month of the alliance mem 
bers’ defense ministers.

Goodwin J. Knig ht be 
requested to declare Humboldt 
County a distressed area and 
seek aid from the state leg is­ 
lature, and (2) that effort be 
made to hav e Humboldt made 
elig ible for federal works proj­ 
ects. 
“The superv isors took the 
matter under adv isement,” re­ 
ported Hadley. He added that 
there were no bread lines nor 
soup kitchens either in Hum 
boldt County or in Del Norte 
County, where he publishes a 
newspaper at Crescent Citv . 
NO BREADLINES 
Ferndale in the southwest­ 
ern corner of Humboldt County 
‘‘has no destitute families and 
certainly no bread lines,” ac­ 
cording to editor Georg e Wald- 
ner of the Ferndale Enterprise. 
“Our charitable ag encies,” 
Walder said, “report no more 
t h a n 
a 
few 
cases 
helped 
throug h the winter months and 
that these were no more than 
in any prev ious winter season. 
“Lumber, log g ing and relat­ 
ed industries are feeling the 
pinch of seasonal and bad- 
weather shutdowns. This seg ­ 
ment of labor has been most 
sev erely hurt this winter since 
a 
number of smaller mills 
and operations closed due to 
lack of business early last year. 
Seasonal winter shutdowns on 
top of that ag g rav ated the con­ 
dition. This situation is certain­ 
ly limited and in an area al­ 
most entirely dependent on 
small lumber operations. 
IN BUSINESS SLUMP 
“We are definitely in a busi­ 
ness slump here, but still a 
long wav from the soup kitchen 
or the bread line,” Waldner 
concluded. 
Thing s aren’t so bad in Men­ 
docino County, either, accord­ 
ing to reports from Ukiah and 
Willits. 
“No, we hav en’t had any 
bread lines or soup kitchens; 
hav en’t ev en heard them men­ 
tioned.” said Ben Cober of the 
Ukiah Daily Journal. 
“We are still pretty lucky 
with three mills running and 
the state hospital as a backlog . 
I expect us to bounce back 
pretty close to normal after the 
weather breaks.” 
Lee Kenworthy of the Willits 
News said the Independent- 
Journal s was “the second in­ 
quiry I hav e receiv ed concern­ 
ing such a rumor . . . let me 
be the first to deny any such 
rumo r as bread lines and soup 
kitchens.

are clams for 
the family to collect—and the 
entire gang of Boy d s was there 
to reap the harv est.

Beef Prices 


May Be Near 


Peak Level 


CHICAGO (Pi— Beef 
prices 
still are climbing but livestock 
men believe they are very near 
the peak. 
Prices of slaughter steers at 
the Chicago 
stockyards 
have 
advanced as much as $1 a hun­ 
dred-weight on each of the last 
two days due to light receipts. 
The 
scarce 
prime 
grade of 
slaughter steers sold for $39 a 
hundred weight in .Chicago yes­ 
terday, highest in six years. 
The 
sharpest 
upturn 
has 
been in the top grades, classi­ 
fied as prime and high choice, 
seldom found at retail in super­ 
markets. These grades usually 
reach the 
consumer through 
the best hotels and restaurants. 
They constitute about 
3 
per 
cent of slaughter steers now of­ 


fered to packer*. 
Good and choice grades are 
far more plentiful, 
about 
90 
per cent of the supply. These 
grades are expected to become 
more abundant soon. 
The prime or 
high 
choice 
steak is the best that ilvestock 
men know 
how to 
produce. 
They had that steer on grain 
feeding— mostly corn— for as 
long as eight months or 
per­ 
haps 11 months. 
The steak 
from 
a 
choice 
grade steer is produced in only 
four to seven months of grain 
feeding and often it is not as 
much of the high quality grain 
which goes to the high choice 
or prime steer, and the good 
grade of steer usually has been 
on grain feed only two of three 
months.

queried 
newspaper editors in 10 Red­ 
wood Empire communities. 
Replies 
were 
unanimous: 
“No breadlines or soup kitch­ 
ens here.” 
Without exception, the news­ 
papermen reported confidence 
that the level of employment 
will rise sharply with the re­ 
turn of better weather. 
“Seventy-five per cent of our 
business economy is dependent 
upon the lumber industry,” re­ 
sponded C. B. Otis of the Eur­ 
eka newspapers. “Because of 
lack of funds for building loans 
on a national basis, lumber 
business has naturally been 
greatly affected. Because of 
this, retail business is down. 


“In spite of this, most bus­ 
iness concerns are enjoying 
the third best year they’ve 
ever had, which is not ex­ 
actly bad. 


“We have carefully checked 
various sources here, and there 
are certainly no signs of any 
such things as bread lines or 
soup kitchens. 
“Most businessmen here ex­ 
pect business to continue at a 
slow pace for a fewr months 
and then pick up,” Otis con­ 
cluded.

Drop Of Blood Studied 


BALTIMORE 
Studies 
at Johns Hopkins 
indicate 
it 
may be possible to diagnose 
many diseases 
simply by an­ 
alyzing a drop of blood. 
However, the announcement 
cautioned that studies to date 
were not 
conclusive.. 
Many 
hundreds and possibly thous­ 
ands of tests will be required 
for each disease 
before con­ 
clusive results will be known. 
The diagnoses are obtained 


by studying one group of blood 
constituents, the mucoproteins 
or serum mucoids. 
The theory of Dr. Winston 
Price, is that blobd particles 
take on characteristics pecu­ 
liar to a certain disease when­ 
ever the disease is present.

determine if cancer, tubercu­ 
losis, ulcers, heart disease, or 
some other disease is in the 
patient.

Stone 
says 
the 
roof 
is 
‘ made like a bicycle wheel.” 
An outer ring of steel is con­ 
nected to an Inner ring of 60- 
foot diam eter by 80 cables 
pulled so taut that they hold 
up the inner ring. The cover­ 
ing is a sandwich of ivory- 
colored plastic, which admits 
light, connected to an alum i­ 
num frame. 


“YOU CAN LIFT it up and 
set it right down on the 60- 
foot- high columns that ring 
the exterior.” he says. “The 
inner ring is open to the sky. 
Beneath it, in the middle of 
the building, is a circular la­ 
goon with an island for sculp­ 
tu re 
exhibits 
and 
fashion 
shows.” 


U nderneath the p l a s t i c , 
Stone has hung a lower ceil­ 
ing of gold colored aluminum 
disks connected with metal 
tape into a sort of coat of 
mail. The exterior walls are a 
white and bronze metal lattice 
holding 
transparent 
plastic 
walls.

130 trees— has been moved 
from this country to a reflect- 
mg-pool plaza at the pavilion 
front.

So far this m onth reports 
of more layoffs in industrial 
plants have outnum bered re­ 
ports of work resumptions.

ports that in the week ended 
March 8 new claims for job­ 
less pay increased by 4,500 
to a toial of 440,400, almost 
double the year-ago figure. 


SOME 
INDUSTRIALISTS 
predict mid-March unemploy­ 
ment figures will show a rise 
from 
m id-February’s 
5.200,- 
000. 
The picture of conditions in 
March is confused today by a 
welter of both good and bad 
reports. Some industries con­ 
tinuing to thrive while others 
adjust to lower activity. 
Most governm ent statistics 
now can be misleading unless 
you rem em ber that generally 
they reflect w here w e’ve been 
and needn’t necessarily reveal 
where we’re going. 
Personal income totals are 
an example. Trends in p er­ 
sonal income often lag behind 
many others, such as the rise 
or fall of industrial output, 
because so many factors enter 
into personal income totals. 


4 SO IT MAY WELL be that 
the decline in personal in­ 
come, m arked in February, is 
continuing in March and that 
it w on’t tu rn upw ard until 
some 
time 
after 
business 
does. 
The Commerce Department 
reports that in February per­ 
sonal income fell two billion 
dollars to an annual season­ 
ally adjusted rate of 34 14 
billion dollars. This is 5 4 bil­ 
lion under the peak reached 
in August. 
Other indicator* are bank 


loans to m anufacturers and 
merchants, retail sales, car 
loadings, and what the stock 
m arket seems to make of all 
this. 


Mostly bank loans reveal a 
continuing drop in the de­ 
mand of industry for new 
funds. This is reflected some­ 
what in the bond m arket as 
well. Here the big gain in vol­ 
ume of new offerings is in 
the state and municipal sec­ 
tor. 


Corporate issues are still 
high, but below the like per­ 
iod last year, and corporate 
intentions indicate 
a 
sharp 
decline later in the year to 
match the drop in anticipated 
spending on capital goods. 
Retail 
sales 
this 
month 
have revealed little change. 
Their big test is in the three 
weeks now starting as con­ 
sum ers do \>r don’t buy for 
Easter. 
The 
stock 
m arket 
has 
shown some response to low­ 
er earnings and dividends and 
to the drop in industrial out­ 
put. But it has paid more at­ 
tention to what's going on in 
Washington. 


And the talk there of tax 
cuts and more spending and 
large federal deficits add up 
in the view' of Wall Street to 
just one thing— more infla­ 
tion before the year's over.

CHICAGO 
— Soviet lead­ 
ers, says Vice President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon, are preventing 
a summit conference by de­ 
manding conditions that they 
know would assure its failure. 
“A conference which is not 
preceded by adequate prepara­ 
tory discussions is doomed to 
fail,” Nixon told 800 atomic ex­ 
perts attending the 1953 nu­ 
clear conference. 
He added 
t h a t a 
summit conference 
which failed would increase 
rather than reduce internation­ 
al tensions. 
CHALLENGES RUSSIA 
The Soviet Union can prove 
its dedication to peace, Nixon 
said, 
“by agreeing that pre­ 
paratory meetings discuss the 
substance as well as the form 
of proposed agenda items. 
“Only in this way can the 
summit leaders be assured that 
they will be spending their time 
at such a conference in discuss­ 
ing subjects in which an area 
of agreement is possible, rath­ 
er than participating in a pro­ 
paganda exercise which would 
inevitably increase internation­ 
al tensions.” 
HEAVY APPLAUSE 
Nixon drew heavy applause 
from the atomic scientists when 
he said: “We must not be limit­ 
ed by military needs or military 
thinking in exploring outer 
space, just as we are not so 
limited in developing nuclear 
energy.” 
The best way to insure that a 
space scientist makes the great­ 
est contribution to national wel­ 
fare “is to 
keep 
him 
from 
the requirements of immediate 
military necessity,” Nixon said. 
“The 
participants 
in 
our 
space program must be free to 
scout and explore, not muster­ 
ed solely to man the frontier 
forts.” 


U.S. Considers Summit 
Session On Disarming 


Arm Or Leave 


NATO, Leader 
Tells Germany 


WASHINGTON W) — A sum­ 
mit conference devoted solely 
to s e e k i n g a disarmament 
agreement was under consid­ 
eration by the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration today. 
Officials said disarmament 
in all its aspects — from fu­ 
turistic plans for taming space 
to the age-old issue of curbing 
armed manpower — seems to 
offer the best hope for progress 
among the points of East-West 
tension. 
A new letter from Soviet 
Premier Nikolai Bulganin to 
British Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan emphasized how far 
apart East and West are on the 
other issues. 
Bulganin once more stressed 
Soviet opposition to discussing 
at the summit such topics as 
German reunification, barring 
the United Nations veto, and 
greater political freedom for 
Red Eastern European satel­ 
lites. 
These three items have been 
advanced by President Eisen­ 
hower. 
Only in the disarmament 
field, therefore, is any “give 
apparent to U.S. officials. 
The greatest flexibility on 
the Soviet side, they said, was 
new 
Kremlin 
willingness to 
accept Eisenhower’s space-for- 
peace proposal. But to this the 
Soviets attached an impossible 
condition — elimination of all 
• U. S. bases abroad. 
On the U. S. side, Eisenhower 
was reported ready to drop his 
insistence that any halt in nu 
clear tests must be linked to a 


cutoff in the making of nuclear 
weapons. 
Officials said they may press 
for a meeting next month of 
the 25-member U.N. Disarma­ 
ment Commission. If the Soviet 
Union sticks to its vow hot to 
attend, a Security Council ses­ 
sion would then be sought, fol­ 
lowed possibly b y low-level 
U. S.-Soviet disarmament talks.

TOKYO (TP)—Strikes, fights, 
injuries and arrests marked the 
start of Japanese labor’s spring 
offensive for wage increases 
today. 
Early reports said 30 mem­ 
bers of the all-Japan Postal 
Services and Tele-Communica- 
tions Employees Union were 
injured in Yokohama and five 
police officers and 34 union 
members were hurt in Mae- 
bashi City. 
Police arrested four picket- 
ers in front of the central post 
office in Tokyo and three un­ 
ion members in Yokohama. 
Postal Services Minister Ka- 
kuei Tanaka threatened to fire 
eaders of a two-hour token 
strike by the postal workers. 
Approximately 170,000 coal 
miners stayed away from 66 
mines in the second day of a 
48-hour strike. Miners of four 
major companies planned to 
start an indefinite strike Fri­ 
day. 
Railway workers, both pri­ 
vate and national, staged tok­ 
en strikes today. Employees of 
private railroads planned a 24- 
hour strike Sunday. 


BONN, Germany W)—Chan­ 
cellor Konrad Adenuer said to­ 
day that West Germany must 
equip itself with atomic weap­ 
ons and permit rocket bases on 
its soil if NATO considers that 
necessary for Western defense. 
Otherwise, 
Adenauer 
told 
the Socialist opposition, West 
Germany must get out of the 
North Atlantic Alliance. 
“If we refuse the technical 
advice of NATO military ex­ 
perts,” he declared, “then we 
are withdrawing from NATO.” 
West Germany cannot with­ 
draw from NATO, he contin­ 
ued, if it is determined to play 
its part in defending the free 
world against potential Soviet 
aggression. 
West Germany’s opposition 
Labor Party has been loudly 
demanding 
that 
Adenauer’s 
government renounce atomic 
weapons and refuse to let 
American missiles be based in 
West Germany in hopes that 
this would make the Soviets 
more amendable to German 
reunification. 
The government so far has 
not committed West Germany 
to accepting 
either nuclear 
weapons for its own forces or 
NATO missile bases. Nor have 
the recommendations for base 
sites been made public by 
NATO’s military planners, al­ 
though they are expected to be 
submitted at a meeting next 
month of the alliance mem­ 
bers’ defense ministers. 


SINGAPORE 
(IP) — Rebel 
quarters reported heavy fight­ 
ing tonight around the north 
Sumatran capital of Medan, 
from 
which 
500 
American, 
British and Dutch civilians fled 
aboard the 20,000-ton Dutch 
liner Oranje. 
Revolutionary q u a r t e r s 
here told the United Press 
that rebel forces were mass­ 
ing with seven battalions of 
troops north and south of 
Medan for counterattacks on 
the important city of 
300,- 
000. 
The sources said the heaviest 
fighting now was in progress 
around Lake Tobo, approxi­ 
mately 44 miles south of Me­ 
dan. 
They said fighting also was 
in progress in the Pakanbaru 
oil center area, with rebel 
forces attacking government 
troops who had seized the 
region last week. 
Pakanbaru 
is the focal point of the U. S.- 
owned California Texas Pacific 
Oil Co.’s operations in central 
Sumatra. 
The revolutionary sources 
here also said the rebels will 
blow up the multi-million 
dollar Caltex oil installations 
at Pakanbaru if the central 
government attempts to ex­ 
port oil. 
They said the revolutionary 
government is determined to 
keep the oil fields from pro 
ducing while in government 
hands. 
Rebel 
Premier 
Sjafruddin 
PrawiranegaTa charged 
over 
the Padang radio tonight that 


the Jakarta central govern­ 
ment of President Sukarno is 
receiving aid from Russian and 
Communist satellite countries. 


He clamied that four ships 
arrived in Tandjungpriok, port 
of Jakarta, yesterday manned 
by Russians. 
He also claimed 
that Sukarno will use Russians 
“to fight against us.” 
The ships to which Sja­ 
fruddin referred previously 
were announced by Jakarta 
as part of a group of 10 pur­ 
chased 
from 
the 
Soviet 
Union to help continue the 
central government’s mari­ 
time trade. 


The 
revolutionary 
sources 
said rebel forces seized more 
than 200 million rupees while 
they held Medan briefly over 
the weekend. 
They said the rebels, who 
were under the command of 
American-trained Maj. W. F. 
Nanggolan, also captured 70 
trucks loaded with ammuni­ 
tion and supplies while they 
were in Medan. 
This booty was moved into 
the mountains near Lake Tobo, 
where fighting now is under 
way. 
In addition, the sources said 
two 
battalions 
of 
Achinese 
troops who have thrown in 
their lot with the rebels were 
grouped in the jungles north­ 
west of Medan and were ex­ 
pecting reinforcements from 
estimated 
150,000-man 
Achi­ 
nese army. 
The Achinese are 
a warlike people who live in 
extreme northern Sumatra.

(TP) — Dip­ 
lomatic sources said today the 
Communists 
may be ready to

Cockle Clamming Great Outing 


For The Family— And Tasty, Too 


lip early the other day and out to audition the dam ­ 
ming. There in the California morning, things were as 
they should be in the month of March. 
At low tide the 
rocks lay bare and glistening in the sunshine. Green eel 
grass lay in brilliant tendrils, 
and long, rubbery arms of kelp 
trailed limp across the rocks. 
Waves curled inwards in a 
welter of white foam and be­ 
yond, the ocean stretched into 
the distance, blue and spar­ 
kling in the early light. This 
is the way things should be 
when you go out for cockle 
dams—which are clams for 
the family to collect—and the 
entire gang of Boyds was there 
to reap the harvest. 
We went down across the 
fresh-washed sand onto the 
rocks and son Bruce found the 
first one. He let out a yell of 
triu m p h and started digging 
with hi* garden trowel. He 
came up grinning with the 
clam tight in his fist. Yessir 
cockles are perfect for a fami 
ly outing, because even the 
six-year-old terror of our neigh 
borhood can find his share. 
You see, there are different 
kinds of clams along our coast­ 
line. Each with different sea 
sons, 
sizes 
and 
bag 
limits 
To explain it all would take a 
book, but mostly on the sandy 
beaches south of San Francis 
to Bay we’ve got Pismos. And 
they take some getting. You 
stand in the breaking surf 
dragging a clam rake through 
the sand, while water swirls 
around your hips. This is strict 
ly for adults. Here, north of 
San Francisco Bay we find the 
long-necked clams, which re 
quire hard digging. The trick 
there is to find a clam hole in 
the sand and then dig next to 
it and finally tunnel over. With 
know-how, plus a strong back 
it is possible to get a keeper 
clam each time you dig. But 
digging can get rugged, which 
also rules out youngsters. 
But nearly all our coast has 
cockle clams. They live in the 
loose rock on the bottom, anc 
serious clammers dig them 
our family is 
an ingenious 
bunch—they do it the easy 
way. 
We look for places where 
long tongues of rock shelve out 
into the sea. Then we look for 
pock-marks. 
Those 
p l a c e s 
where the rocks are pitted with 
small holes the size of clams, 
mean you are getting close. 
Because some cockles live right 
in the rock. These are a push­ 
over, and all you have to do is 
find a place like that and then 
all hands can get in on the fun. 
Our family spreads out look­ 
ing for the shells that peep out 
of their rocky crevices. This is 
an outstanding thing. I find the 
teen-age daughter, who normal 
ly wouldn’t lift a hand to dry 
a dish, is digging frantically 
The 12-year-old, who at home 
can't find her shoes, even if 
they are on her feet, suddenly 
develops the eyesight of an 
eagle, and finds clams that 
others of us miss. The 6-year- 


old tiger develops patience . . . 
and the conscientious 10-year- 
old is still conscientious. She 
checks and rechecks our catch 
for size and limit. The whole 
thing brings a sense of team­ 
work that you hardly realize 
was there. 
And then too, this is a leis- 
surely business. We take time 
to goof off around the tidal 
pools 
where 
sea 
anenomes 
grow like pet a led flowers. We 
gather 
exciting 
shells 
and 
watch 
the 
tiny 
one-clawed 
crabs that live in empty peri­ 
winkle shells— and are prop­ 
erly awed with the intricate 
tracings on a paper-thin sand 
dollar. 


GREAT BREAKFAST 
But as the tide turns and 
waves move closer to our dig­ 
ging grounds, we head ashore 
for a clam diggers breakfast. I 
tell you, there is no other feast 
that can compare with this. 
Percolating coffee has a special 
fragrance and the smell of 
frying bacon sets the hunger 
muscles quivering. This meal 
will never make the gracious 
living magazines, because there 
is no conversation. Everybody 
eats! 
But even that is just the start 
of a day. Soon the clams are 
steaming in their shells. Other 
cockles find their way into a 
chowder, and some of the pure 
white meats are rolled in crack­ 
er crumbs and then fried quick­ 
ly in a fry pan that is smoking 
hot. They come out golden 
brown and tender as bits of 
butter. 
So cockle clamming is a day 
for the family, and in this age 
of jets streaking across the 
sky it’s refreshing to realize 
that here in California, if you 
savvy to the seashore, then any 
low tide sets the table.

Beef Prices 


May Be Near 


Peak Level 


CHICAGO 
Beef 
prices 
still are climbing but livestock 
men believe they are very near 
the peak. 
Prices of slaughter steers at 
the Chicago 
stockyards 
have 
advanced as much as $1 a hun­ 
dred-weight on each of the last 
two days due to light receipts. 
The 
scarce 
prime 
grade of 
slaughter steers sold for $39 a 
hundred-weight in Chicago yes 
terday, highest in six years. 
The 
sharpest 
upturn 
has 
been in the top grades, classi­ 
fied as prime and high choice, 
seldom found at retail in super­ 
markets. These grades usually 
reach the 
consumer 
through 
the best hotels and restaurants. 
They constitute about 
3 
per 
cent of slaughter steers now of­ 


fered to packer*. 
Good and choice grades are 
far more plentiful, 
about 
90 
per cent of the supply. These 
grades are expected to become 
more abundant soon. 
The prime or 
high 
choice 
steak is the best that ilvestock 
men know 
how to 
produce. 
They had that steer on grain 
feeding—mostly corn— for as 
long as eight months or 
per­ 
haps 11 months. 
The steak 
from 
a 
choice 
grade steer is produced in only 
four to seven months of grain 
feeding and often it is not as 
much of the high quality grain 
which goes to the high choice 
or prime steer, and the 
good 
grade of steer usually has been 
on grain feed only two of three 
months.

The stakes in life, liberty 
and property in our courts are 
high and call for solemnity. 
You must take an oath be­ 
fore you may take the witness 
stand, for instance. 
“You do solemnly swear (or 
affirm),” the clerk says “that 
the evidence you are about to 
give in the issue now pending 
shall be the truth, the whole 
truth, and othing but the truth, 
so help you God.” 
You reply: “Yes,” or “I do.” 
Why the oath? 
To impress a witness and to 
bind him to tell the truth upon 
penalty of perjury. 
For a long time in England 
no one could testify in court 
unless he piuiesseu certain re­ 
ligious beliefs as to the nature 
of the after-life. 
The great 
John Stuart Mill waged war 
on this because, he said, a 
truthful disbeliever was the 
only one penalized. For the liar 
K T I M 


would claim the belief to get 
his day in court. This reward­ 
ing of liars, he claimed, was 
self-defeating. 
YOUR OWN WAY 
In America many a witness 
take the oath some other way? 
Yes, if the judge believes that 
you have a special way of 
taking 
a 
binding 
oath, 
the 
clerk may use it. 
Suppose you cannot in good 
conscience take any oath at 
all? Then you many “solemnly 
affirm.” To lie on the witness 
stand has the same legal ef­ 
fect as a false oath: You may 
face a perjury charge. 
PERJURY LAWS 
In the past California courts 
held that a lie would not be 
prejury 
unless 
made 
under 
oath. But now in a written 
statement a new California law 
allows you to make an unsworn 
written 
certification 
‘ under 
penalty of perjury.” With cer­ 
tain exceptions you may use 
it anywhere the law permits 
or calls for written statements 
under 
oath. 
The 
certificate 
must say that the statement is 
made “under penalty of per­ 
jury.” 


File Drawer Hid

Marin 
County Board of Supervisors 
submitted an application for 
federal recertification of the

“ vandalism.” 
Architect 
F r a n k 
Lloyd 
Wright terms 
it “ absolutely 
protane.” 
“ They should leave it alone.” 
say* Wright. “ I'm sure they 
can t improve it.” 
And Sen. Joseph S. Clark 
Jr. (D-Pa.) in a speech on the 
Senate 
floor denounced 
the 
plan as “unnecessary and ill- 
conceived.” 


DIFFERENT VERSION 
But 
a 
different 
version 
conies from Capitol Architect 
J. George Stewart. 
The fact is, says Stewart, 
that the front wall of the his­ 
toric structure is crumbling 
from old age and might col­ 
lapse at 
any time, perhaps 
bringing the great white dome 
thundering down on the na 
tion's lawmakers. 
Few sightseers ever notice 
it, but the “shirt” of the 4,455- 
ton cast iron dome juts out 
15 feet 9 inches beyond the 
front wall of the 165-year-olc 
central portion of the Capitol 
between the Senate and House 
wings. The colonnades of the 
East Portico disguise this fact 
It is this east entrance 
which most Americans take for 
the “front” 
of the 
Capitol 
though it is actually the“back 
—which is the center of the 
current ruckus.

MORE ELBOW ROOM 
One faction, led by House 
Speaker Sam Rayburn (D-Tex.) 
wants to extend the central 
portion of the East Front 
distance of 32 Vb feet to give 
more elbow room to the crowd 
ed lawmakers inside the Cap 
itol. 
Ranged on the opposite side 


a group of architects,, his­ 
torians and others who are 
lifting cries of outrage at the 
suggestion of “ tampering” as 
they call it, with the nation's 
most photographed shrine. 
Mrs. Frederic Groves, DAR 
president - general, 
says “ the 
proposal to destroy the ancient 
walls and portico of the East 
Front is incredible.” 
Another critic, Lorimer Rich, 
architect of the Tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier, said in a let- 
er printed in the Congres­ 
sional Record: 
“This 
facade 
has 
looked 
down upon history. These steps 
have known the footprints of 
our early great — Webster, 
Clay, Calhoun. This portico has 
received the remains of our 
martyred presidents—Lincoln, 
Garfield, McKinley. These are 
the walls viewed by our grand­ 
fathers as they assembled in 
the great plaza for the stirring 
Grand Army review of 1865. 
“ Surely this setting should be 
preserved . . . ” 


FRONT CRACKING 
Testifying before a Senate 
public 
works 
subcommittee, 
Capitol Architect Stewart said 
the soft Virginia sandstone of 
the East Front is cracking and 
deteriorating badly. 
Several ominous cracks, he 
said, extend the full height of 
the wall, from balustrade to 
footing, and run completely 
through the masonry behind 
the sandstone facing. 
Capitol custodians say visi­ 
tors can see for themselves 
what is happening. Chunks of 
rotted sandstone, taken from a 
quarry owned by George Wash­ 
ington, are breaking off the 
wall with increasing frequency. 
Stewart told the Senate sub­ 
committee that when Congress 
authorized the East Front ex­ 
tension in 1955, its intent was 
(1) “to correct the architectural 
defect caused by the overhang 


of the dome over the East Por­ 
tico” 
and <2) to 
provide a 
longer-lasting exterior by build­ 
ing the new walls of marble 
rather than sandstone. 


EXTRA SPACE 


In addition, he said, the ex­ 
tension would provide extra 
office space and room for a 
new restaurant for Senate and 
House members who now have 
to eat in virtually sardine for­ 
mation in the old, out-moded 
dining rooms. 
Stewart’s 
testimony 
drew 
support from John F. Harbe- 
son, Philadelphia architect, who 
is a member of a panel of noted 
architects engaged in the pro­ 
posed renovation. 
“ It is only a question of 
time,” he said, “until you will 
have to rope off the front. The 
only safe way to enter the 
building will be through cov­ 
ered walkways.” 
But Sen. H. Alexander Smith 


(N-N.J.) author of a bill to block 
the project, said he agrees with 
Sen. William F. Knowland (R- 
Calif.) 
and 
House 
Minority 
Leader Joe Martin (R-Mass.) 
that any alterations to the East 
Front should be limited to re­ 
pairing loose stone which might 
endanger the public. 
In other words, no drastic 
remodeling. 


SPECIAL COMMISSION 
Knowland and Martin are 
members of a special Senate- 
House commission set up by 
Congress to weigh the matter 
of 
revamping 
the 
Capitol. 
Chairman of the commission 
is Speaker Rayburn, who has 
carried the ball for advocates of 
giving “the Old Lady of Capitol 
Hall” a face-lifting. 
Rayburn, who says he wants 
the remodeling job completed 
in time for the 1961 inaugura­ 
tion, disagrees with critics who 
contend it would destroy the 
appearance 
of 
the 
historic 
structure. 


“The East Front extension.” 
he told newsmen, “will give us 
a great deal more room and 
architecturally speaking, it will 
look exactly as it is now, tvith 
the same facade.”

Children’s Hospital at­ 
tendants said she would be hos­ 
pitalized at least two weeks. 


Presiding Judge Harry Neu- 
barth said the trial would be 
assigned to another judge and 
jury, to start over.
